G. Fair. The names of Flood, 
O’Brien, Baldwin, Ralston and 
Sharon are lost sight of in adola- 
tions to Fair. Away with such 
fawning before royalty uncrowned ! 
We have no ill-feeling against Fair, 
but why kick Mackay? He is 
neither dead, sleeping nor down. 
True, he has met with some losses, 
so has the best business man that 
lives. But. he has committed no 
ciime, he has robbed no one, bis 
every obligation is met. More, bis 
whole business course is one to be 
approved and admired. His cable, 
his telegraph, his railroad schemes, 
his mining enterprises in Nevada, 
Arizona and elsewhere are in tl:e 
interest of civilization and busi- 
ness. Slurs against Mackay, which 
of late daily we have heard from 
the lips of supposed to be thinking 
men and read in supposed to te re- 
spectable newspapers are as un- 
called for as are the recent effusive 
eulogies of Fair. Whether in Paris, 
London, New York or Sav Fran- 
cisco, Mackay’s standing has been 
such that no Nevadan need blush 
on account of it. While at home, 
in Virginia City, he has had no oc- 
casion to station around his office a 
body guard or to have such follow 
him througb the streets. He has 
been always welcomed back here 
as a worthy fellow citizen, and as 
one of our number.

Alfileria. 

In the somewhat peculiar march 
eastward of the above plaut, it has 
at length reached Colorado, and 
the stockmen of that State are al- 
ready deeply interested in its wel- 
fare.

of it in Arizona as many as fifteen 
years ago. “Itis hard to overesti- 
mate the value of alfileria as a pas- 
ture plant, where it once obtains a 
good foothold, for all rangemen 
where it is known bear testimony 
to its excellence. It stands cold 
weather well, grows well in damp 
locations, and flourishes on high, 
dry lands.
